men as the spoiled, child of provincial 
politics. 


Throughout Ontario a spidery sys- 


tem of power lines spread their way 
over a territory roughly the extent of 
northern New York, northern Ohio 
and southern Michigan. About a mil- 
lion and a half horsepower of electric 
current are surging through these lines 
to more than 700 municipalities. Do- 
mestic rates are low, government aid 
is provided in building lines to farm 
areas, indivdiual-customer consump- 
tion is high, and the whole system ap- 
pears to be operating on a sound and 
profitable basis. American utility crit- 
ics contend that the domestic rate to 
consumers (voters) is kept low, while 
industrial consumers are 
forced 
to 


make up the difference. Both sides 
adduce figures to prove and disprove 
this, but there is not getting around 
the fact that it seems to suit Ontario, 
which has suck to the system more 
than 20 years., 


Oddly enough, the Ontario "Hydro" 


began as a distribution rather than as. 
a production system, thus reversing 
the plan as usually tried in the Unitcc 
States. In 1908, 13 municipalities join- 
ed in contracts with the Hydro Com- 
mission for a supply of Niagara Falls 
power. The commission decided to 
buy it from already-existent plants, 
and built transformers and transmis- 
sion lines. Later it bought the On- 
tario Power Co., the Toronto Power 
Co., 
and the Dominion Power and 


Transmission Co., and now operates 
39 water power plants. 


An appointive commission of three 


administers the system; at present 
Hon. 
J. R. Cooke, C. Alfred Maguire 


and Rt.. Hon. Arthur Meighen hold 
those posts. Capital needed for build- 
ing plant and equipment is loanded 
by the government on request of the 
eommission, and municipalities bene- 
fiting undertake to repay with inter- 
est in 40 years. The total investment 
!of the commission and municipalities 
i is rapidly approaching a half billion 
dollars. 


The Tax Argument

utility companies to public projects 
has always been that comparisons of 
rates are unfair, since the private 
companies pay taxes and the public 
ones do not, and further that increases 
of tax-free property like power plants 
simply tend to make unbearable the 
burden of taxation on the taxable 
property remaining. The public own- 
ership answer to this argument is that J 
of Senator Morris: "The private util- 
ities, in 3 broader sense, are not tax- 
payers. They are only tax collectors.

taxes,^ which may prove more than 
the much-discussed beer tax. 


Another factor that has held back 


the spread of public ownership in the 
United States is the widespread own- 
ership of utility stock, a tendency! 
which has been actively encouraged 


(by the utilities themselves; The most 
recent figures are those for 1931, which 
show 1,535,000 individual stockholders 
in operating companies, of which 70,- 
000 were employes, 1,110,000 consum- 
ers. That does not include the tre- 
mendous number of individual owners 
of holding company stocks, nor the 
number of bond'ioldi-ii, which is un- 
known. The number of all these 
classes of individual holders has pro- 
bably increased since 1931. Thus lit- 
erally millions of small citizens have 
a direct interest in the privately Own- 
ed utility. 


The vital requirement for a pub- 


lic-ownership project like that of On- 
tario is stated by the 
commission 


there. ". . . it can not be imposed 
on an unwilling community; it must 
be broad-based upon the people's will 
. . . unless there be responsible and 
qualified men ready to make sacri- 
fices . . . unless competent technical 
assistance be employed under condi- 
tions which insure continuity of ad- 
ministration, and unless the people 
themselves are ready to back the pro- 
ject with their financial resources 
. . . " no program of public ownership 
can succeed.

NEW YORK.—New records were es-

world, damned by American utility 
men as the spoiled, child of provincial 
politics. 


Throughout Ontario a spidery sys- 


tem of power lines spread their way 
over a territory roughly the extent of 
northern New York, northern Ohio 
and southern Michigan. About a mil- 
lion and a half horsepower of electric 
current are surging through these lines 
to more than 700 municipalities. Do- 
mestic rates are low, government aid 
is provided in building lines to farm 
areas, indivdiual-customer consump- 
tion is high, and the whole system ap- 
pears to be operating on a sound and 
profitable basis. American utility crit- 
ics contend that the domestic rate to 
consumers (voters) is kept low, while 
industrial consumers are 
forced 
to 


make up the difference. Both sides 
adduce figures to prove and disprove 
this, but there is not getting around 
the fact that it seems to suit Ontario, 
which has suck to the system more 
than 20 years., 


Oddly enough, the Ontario "Hydro" 


began as a distribution rather than as. 
a production system, thus reversing 
the plan as usually tried in the Unitcc 
States. In 1908, 13 municipalities join- 
ed in contracts with the Hydro Com- 
mission for a supply of Niagara Falls 
power. The commission decided to 
buy it from already-existent plants, 
and built transformers and transmis- 
sion lines. Later it bought the On- 
tario Power Co., the Toronto Power 
Co., 
and the Dominion Power and 


Transmission Co., and now operates 
39 water power plants. 


An appointive commission of three 


administers the system; at present 
Hon. 
J. R. Cooke, C. Alfred Maguire 


and Rt.. Hon. Arthur Meighen hold 
those posts. Capital needed for build- 
ing plant and equipment is loanded 
by the government on request of the 
eommission, and municipalities bene- 
fiting undertake to repay with inter- 
est in 40 years. The total investment 
!of the commission and municipalities 
i is rapidly approaching a half billion 
dollars. 


The Tax Argument 


The bitterest objection of private 


utility companies to public projects 
has always been that comparisons of 
rates are unfair, since the private 
companies pay taxes and the public 
ones do not, and further that increases 
of tax-free property like power plants 
simply tend to make unbearable the 
burden of taxation on the taxable 
property remaining. The public own- 
ership answer to this argument is that J 
of Senator Morris: "The private util- 
ities, in 3 broader sense, are not tax- 
payers. They are only tax collectors.

now pay about $210,000,000 a year in 
taxes,^ which may prove more than 
the much-discussed beer tax. 


Another factor that has held back 


the spread of public ownership in the 
United States is the widespread own- 
ership of utility stock, a tendency! 
which has been actively encouraged 


(by the utilities themselves; The most 
recent figures are those for 1931, which 
show 1,535,000 individual stockholders 
in operating companies, of which 70,- 
000 were employes, 1,110,000 consum- 
ers. That does not include the tre- 
mendous number of individual owners 
of holding company stocks, nor the 
number of bond'ioldi-ii, which is un- 
known. The number of all these 
classes of individual holders has pro- 
bably increased since 1931. Thus lit- 
erally millions of small citizens have 
a direct interest in the privately Own- 
ed utility. 


The vital requirement for a pub- 


lic-ownership project like that of On- 
tario is stated by the 
commission 


there. ". . . it can not be imposed 
on an unwilling community; it must 
be broad-based upon the people's will 
. . . unless there be responsible and 
qualified men ready to make sacri- 
fices . . . unless competent technical 
assistance be employed under condi- 
tions which insure continuity of ad- 
ministration, and unless the people 
themselves are ready to back the pro- 
ject with their financial resources 
. . . " no program of public ownership 
can succeed.

The Muscle Shoals act also contains

bution of its jobs, Directors are spe- 
cifically forbidden to have outside in- 
terests, , especially power 
interests. 


Wage rates may not be less than the 
prevailing rate in the vicinity as re- 
vealed by collective bargaining agree- 
ments.

States, counties, municipalities and 


co-operative organizations get first call 
on any power produced. Common- 
wealth and 'Southern has offered to 
iuy all surplus power produced, and 
Ifcpes, in s recent report, that the gov- 


lirnment will not really build trans- 
mission lines and sell power itself, in- 
asmuch as Commonweath will distrib- 
ute over its present lines "at rates that 
will give full recognition to any sav- 
ings made by the government in the 
cos* of generation," The act specifi- 
cally permits building of such lines, 
howeber, and it appears likely that the 
government will do it.

Friday Dunn received a note which

Bridges Finished 


Iron Span On Nashville- 


Murfreesboro Road Is 


Replaced 


NASHVILLE.-The two largest of 


the three bridges in the Little Mis- 
souri river section of Highway No, 27, 
between Nashville and Murfreesboro, 
have been completed and were open- 
ed for the use of traffic Tusday, ac- 
cording to the Nashville News. The 
third bridge will be completed and 
opened for traffic at an early date, the 
contractors report, 


The structures which have been 


completed are the river bridge, which 
replaces a steel span, and a huge re- 
lief structure west of the river. ' The 
one yet to be completed is east of 
the river, and is small. 


These structures are all of the high- 


est type, being built of concrete and 
steel and of the approved width for 
Class A roads. They are the same 
class structures which are on the bal- 
ance of the highway, and the comple- 
tion of these structures places the en- 
tire highway above high water markp, 
and completes all work on Highway 
27 from Kirby to Nashville except 
hard surfacing. 


The steel span replaced with a con- 


crete bridge on the main river cross- 
ing is to be relocated somewhere on 
the river along the sounthern boun- 
dary of Pike county, to whom the 
title of the bridge has reverted. 


At a three-county meeting of the 


judges of Pike, Hempstead and Ne- 
vada recently, Pike and^ Hempstead 
sought to locate the structure at what 
is known as Bowen's crossing, to cre- 
ate a new traffic route frorn Hope to 
Blevins to Delight—but Nevada held 
out for a location three miles farther 
east, which was unsatisfactory to the 
other two counties. 


It is proposed to reassemble the 


bridge with R. F. C. labor of the three 
counties, the State Highway Depart- 
ment moving it free of charge from its 
present location on highway No. 27 
to the new river crossing, wherever 
that may be.
